Whereas, vide notifltiations of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Road Transport and Highways number S.O. 1192 (E), dated the 
3^^ December, 2001 and number S.O. 465 (E), dated the 26*^ April, 2002, 
issued under section 11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 
(68 of 1988), (hereinafter referred to as said Act), the Central Government 
entrusted the stretches from Km 292.400 to Km 306.400 (Karur B3rpass) and 
Km 306.400 to Km 446.800 ( Salem - Madurai section) respectively of National 
Highway No. 7 in the State of Tamil Nadu to the National Highways Authority 
of India (hereinafter referred to as the Authority); 


And Whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by section 14 of the said Act, 
the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s TN (DK) Expressways 
Limited having its registered office at Madhucon House, Plot No 1129/A, Road 
No 36, Hitech City Roads, Jubilee Hills, Hyderabad - 500033 (hereinafter 
referred to as the Concessionaire) for improvement, operation and maintenance 
of the four lane section from Km 292.600 - Km 305.600, and design. 
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construction, development, finance, operation and maintenance of the two lane 
section from Km 305.600 ^ Km 373^75 to four lane (start of Karur ^ass to 
start of proposed flyover at Dindigul bypass section) ( actual chainage Km 
290.422 to Km 368.147) of National Highway Number 7 in the State of Tamil 
Nadu (hereinafter referred to as the said section);
